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The Bank of British North America 
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It is always with pleasure that we receive a consignment that virtually opens up a time capsule of fiscal, numismatic, or political history, relating to Colonial 
Canada. This group of notes accomplishes all three. While there are only six notes, these notes represent a time in Western Canadian history which is filled 
with awe and mystique. The former that these early Colonial bankers got their ventures off the ground, and the latter with regard to the apparent uniqueness 
of these notes. That no issued notes have turned up in 140 years is a testimonial to their rarity. 
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The Bank of British North America had it’s head office in London, England, but established banking branches in Canada. It appears that they concentrated 
their operations on the four most economically viable Eastern Canadian provinces, namely Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec, and Ontario. However, in 
the late 1850's, the Bank of BNA attempted to gain a foothold in the far west.

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The western United States had just undergone it's most explosive expansion, due to the gold rush. Settlement and commerce spread north along the Pacific 
coast of the continent, and Victoria and Vancouver had become more important trade and shipping centres for fish and lumber, and trade goods to supply | 
the expansion into the north. The cities also became strategic for Great Britain because of the great strides made in opening up trade in the Far East during {f 
the middle of the 19 century. 


However, the gold rush in the Canadian territories was not to hit until the late 1890's. Alaska, in the late 1850's, was still a territory of Russia. As you can 
imagine, the expansion in the demand for banking services was a hard fought battle, and only those with great fortitude and patience survived. Any 
banknotes had to be backed by gold, bank branches had to move with the people, and banknotes issued by trusted banks received a lot of use under very 
trying circumstances. 


This gives a bit of insight to explain why so few examples of banknotes issued by the Bank of British North America, Victoria Branch, survived. The issue had 
to be limited, they received heavy usage, and were eventually withdrawn. All Bank of BNA notes are scarce. The early issues are all rare, and any issues on 
this branch are understandably excessively rare. 


RARE VICTORIA, VANCOUVER ISLAND ISSUE

geographic area, were a pair of early 1860's Bank of British Columbia notes, in VG to Fine, that each sold for the equivalent of $6000 to $7000 CDN. While 
Specimens generally don't realize the same value, they generally represent the only opportunity to purchase a representative example, and this is the case 
here. This note differs from the plate note in the catalogue, in that the date is left blank. The plate note appears to be a remainder, ser# 2005. The October

Daniel De Hertel was first commissioned in the Canadian Voltiguers in 1812 and was granted permission to raise a company of men. Lieutenant De Hertel was present at the battles 
of Sackett’s Harbor and Chrystler's Farm, receiving the Military General Service Medal with clasp Chrystler’s Farm. He resigned his commission on 8 February 1815. In the 1820's he 
applied for and received a land grant of 800 acres that was situated approximately 50 km west of Ottawa on the Quebec side of the Ottawa River in the township of Bristol. Later in 
life he was employed as Registrar for the County Argenteuil and died in the spring of 1866. 


Daniel De Hertel was a member of the prominent De Hertel family, which had strong familial connections with the De Salaberry family. Daniel and his brother Jean were first 
cousins, once removed, to Charles-Michel de Salaberry who was Lieutenant Colonel of the regiment. It is probable that this relationship helped the De Hertel brothers to obtain 
and solidify their commissions.

Reginald Bayard was born on 11 September 1860 in New Brunswick. He was educated privately and entered the 2™4 Foot on 23 April 1881, became Lieutenant 1 July 1881 and served 
as adjutant with the East Kent Regiment from 11 April 1885 to 10 April 1890. Bayard was made Captain on 7 January 1893 and served during the South African War as Garrison 
Adjutant and Station Staff Officer at Kroonstad from 26 June 1901 to 10 January 1902. He was involved with operations in the Orange River Colony and was mentioned in despatches 
twice (LG 17-6-02 and 29-7-02) and promoted to Major. He was awarded the DSO and received the QSA and KSA medals for his service. Major Bayard later served in the operations 
in Southern Arabia 1903-4 and became Lieutenant Colonel on 7 February 1907. He commanded the 2"4 battalion, The Buffs, from 1909-1911 and retired as Colonel on 23 August 
1911. Colonel Bayard was given the honourary rank of Brigadier General on 5 January 1918 and died in 1925.

Recommendation for the DSO: “On 31 August 1944, 11 Canadian Infantry Brigade was held up at the Foglia River by an enemy strongpoint near Montecchio. Major McEwen's 
squadron was ordered to support the Irish Regiment of Canada in the attacks on this dominating feature. By skillful handling Major McEwen brought his troops up to five hundred 
yards of the objective and opened fire at this close range with such good effect that the infantry were able to clear the objective and capture or destroy two companies of 26 Panzer 
Grenadiers. On 1 September 1944, this squadron was in support of the Irish Regiment of Canada in its attack on Tomba di Pesaro. After a personal reconnaissance on foot under 
heavy small arms fire, this gallant officer by skillful use of his tanks, was able to outflank enemy opposition thus enabling the infantry to capture the village. 


Again on 14 September 1944, Major McEwen's squadron, still supporting the Irish Regiment of Canada, attacked Coriano. By extreme boldness in the use of his tanks he pushed 
forward into the town and as a result of the squadron's rapid advance, two enemy tanks and one Self-Propelled Anti-Tank Gun were destroyed and sixty Germans were taken 
prisoner. The intense covering fire provided by the squadron made it possible for the infantry to capture the town and the ridge which was holding up the division’s advance to the 
Po Valley. 


Major McEwen again demonstrated his organizing ability and leadership when his Squadron was ordered to make an armoured thrust from Mezzano to Canale Bonifica. Over- 
running strong enemy opposition, the squadron made a rapid advance to the Canale and was successful in preventing the complete destruction of a vital bridge over the Canale 
on the main Highway from Mezzano to San Alberto. During this operation under the brilliant guidance of Major McEwen, the squadron captured one Panther Tank undamaged, 
destroyed another and captured or destroyed three anti-tank guns and twenty three bazookas. The squadron also accounted for approximately sixty of the enemy killed and ninety 
prisoners. 


In a series of actions over a long period Major McEwen has shown outstanding courage, skill and initative in handling his squadron under fire, and has contributed materially to 
the success of various operations in which the squadron has participated.” 


Clifford Austin McEwen was born in Carsonville, New Bruswick on 22 May 1912. He saw militia service with the 8 New Brunswick Hussars from 1925 through 1940 with the rank 
of 2n¢ Lieutenant. He joined the Canadian Field Force on 17 July 1940 and was promoted to Lieutenant on 17 December 1940. He embarked for overseas service on 10 October 
1941 and proceeded to England where he attended a number of training courses. He was promoted to Captain in the UK on 1 April 1942. He was assigned to the 5 Canadian 
Armoured Regiment (8° NBH) and saw service in Africa during 1943 and later in Italy. He was promoted to Acting Major on 29 May 1944. He then was sent to France, arriving 21 
February 1945. He was awarded the DSO in recognition of gallant and distinguished services in Italy. Her returned to Canada in January 1946 and was posted to the Reserve of 
active officers on 29 May 1946.
